Tass Writers 
Can Stay, Say 
U.S. Newsmen 


Washington, Sept. 21. —(.I1) — A 


committee of Washington newsmen 
has decided that representatives of 
Tass, the Russian 
news .agency 


may continue to work alongside 
them in the press galleries ot con- 
gress. 


The standing committee of corre- 


spondents voted unanimously last 
night not to expel the Tass report- 
ers because it said, it "feverently 
believes that tho principles oC a 
free press cannot be upheld by 
abridging them." 


"The committee holds that man's 


right to see his neighbor through 
his own eyes and to form his own 
opinions on that neighbor's con- 
duel is basic to our liberties," it 
added. 


The standing committee consists 


of five correspondents elected 
by 


some 800 of their colleagues lo su- 
jcrviso lhe press galleries and to 
iass upon applications for admis 
3 ion. 


Declaring that admittance of for 


elfin correspondents in the press 
galleries "is consistent with 
the 


American concept of a free press," 
iho committee >..>'Bcd Taps..to .cable 
ils 300-word resolution "in full 
to 


ils home office" and suggested the 
Soviet press print it in full. 


Mikhail 
Fedcrov, 
chief ot the 


Washington bureau of Tass, lold a 
reporter he had transmitted

resolution to Moscow. He declined 
to comment on it. Besides Federov, 
Tass has three other persons — all 
Americans — entitled to admission 
to lhe congressional press galle- 
ries.

Would Lower 
Postal Rates 
to Newspapers 6 


Washington, Sept. 19 — (/P) —Ad- 


ministration leaders were dubious 
today of their ability to halt a house 
drive to lighten proposed increases 
in mailing rates for newspapers. 


With the house scheduled to vote 


by the end of the day on a bill to 
increase postal rates generally, a 
stiff 
fight was brewing 
over 


charges for second class mail. 


And, 
there was house sentiment 


against raising, as the senate has » 
done, the cost of an ordinary let- '• 
ter to four cents. But no voice was 
heard in defense of the penny post 
card. H appeared doomed to be- 
come the two-penny card. 


Second-class mail consists main- 


ly of newspapers and magazines. 
The postal increase bill sent to the 
house by its postofficc committee 
proproscs that second-class rates 
be boosted GO per cent — 20 per 
cent annually tor each of the next 
three years. But an amendment be- y 
fore the house would cut the sug- " 
gcsted hike, for newspapers, to 30 
per cent over three years. News- 
papers mailed in their own coun- 
ties would continue to pay no post. 


A bill passed by the senate would 


boost postal rales for newspapers 
30 per cent and for magazines CO 
per cent. 


The post office department asked 


congress to increase the rales for 
both newspapers and magazines 
100 per cent over three years.

Any more than a 30 per cent in- 


crease, Rep. 
Withrow 
(R-Wisc) 


told the house, might put many 
smaller newspapers out of business. 


Rep. Rocs (R-Kas), senior GOP 


member of the postoffice commit- 
tee said spokesmen for the papers 
themselves had told the committee 
an increase would not harm them. 


Chairman Murray (D-Tenn.) said 


the rate increase would have little 
effect on small publications and 
would fall mainly on large papers £ 
and magazines that are "more 
prosperous than ever before" be- 
cause of increased advertising. 


Murray told newsmen he would 


resist a farm group proposal to 
exempt farm publications from in- 
creases.
